State Retail Sales 
Show Rise Over 
Previous Year 


Texas retail sales in February [ 
rose one per cent from Ja n u a ry ' 
to a nestimated $401,056,000, an * 
11 per cent gain 
from 
Ja n u a ry ! 
1949 according to a report reeeiv-1 
ed by The Herald from the Uni­ 
versity of Texas Bureau of Busi­ 
ness Research. 
Sales of durable goods stores1 
stepped up five per cent in Feb- j 
ruar.v from January and rose 25 j 
per cent from February a year 
ago. 
Automotive stores turned in the 
largest January-1o-February rise 
in durable goods sales -eight per 
cent. 
During the monthly per­ 
iod sales of building 
materials, 
lumber and hardware rose four 
per cent. 
Jew elry store sales fell 
seven per cent, while sales of 
furniture and 
household 
goods 
dipped four per cent from Ja nu­ 
ary . 


In comparison with 
February 
1949, jewelry store sales slid 20 
per cent. 
On the other hand, 
automotive sales gained 30 per 
cent: building materials, lumber
